amosed and soandalized liere for vaiay 
a day by the terrible diatribeaof Lord 
Justice Obriatian on bis brother Judg- 
es. Mr. Christian is said to be the great- 
est lawyer in Ireland, or even iii 
England. He was raised to the Bench 
injin,a^most unparalleled way— gtzaight 
from tbe ranks of profession, without 
political claim of any sort. He waa 
tirst made a Judge of the Court of 
Common Ploas, and his delight here 
was to prove that his chief and his 
coUeigues knew nothing of law, to 
scorn their decisions, and hold thorn 
up to public ridicule. From this post 
he waa elevated to the Lord Justice- 
ship of the Court of Chancery Appeal. 
This court, as its name signihes, hears 
• 'appe&lB^rom aU^the GbbnoMjcbranpihes 
and froin"Uhaii3ery * itself • so that it 
reviews the judgments of no less than 
three courts of the first instance. TJnder 
Mr. Gladstone's admiration Lord O'- 
Hagau was the Iriah Cbaucellor, and 
whenerer his decisions came before the 
Court of Appeals— in which he himself, 
by a curious anomaly had a seat — Lord 
Justice Christian was wont literally to 
■carify him, and the spectacle of one 
Judge abusing the Judge who sat be- 
side him was too good not to attract 
enormous audiences to the court. At 
last the matter;.was brought before 
Parliament; but Parliament preferred 
to let things bo, and the Lord Justice 
appeared to grow worse than ever. 
When Mr. Gladstone was defeated, 
Lord O'Hagan, of course, retired, (on 
a pension of £4,000 a year.) and Dr. 
Ball, Mr. Disraeli's GhauMUor, took 
hia place. Every bbdytVaiwd to see 
what Mr. Christian would do. Strange 
to say, be behaved wonderfully well; 
but bo had a victim none the less. 
He pounced upou the Vice-Cbancellor, 
Mr. Chatterton, a man of slight legal 
-'dtl»inments arid a jjerfect faculty for 
taking the wrong view. His decisions 
were invariably reversed, the Lord 
Justice lacerated the unhappy mad in 
the most exquisite style on every re- 
curring occasion. At last the Vice- 
Chancellor made an effort to hit the 
Lord Justice, li fell out in this v^ay. 
' A oas'e'df great ndoment came before 
him, and he decided against the plain- 
tiflf, a lady. She appealed to the court 
above. Lord Cbaucellor and the Lord 
Justifie reversed the decision, and sent 
the case back to the Vice-Cbancellor 
to settle a matter of accounts. 
The Yice-Chancellor now toudhed 
his revenge and in settling the 
account soiueLiow mulcted the 
lady in a. sum of XI, 037. She 
appealed again, and the court above 
again reversed the decision; and then 
iSwd'iTuritioe^Ohristian opened a whole 
"tfiitt'ety' 'dfr'- Chatterton, and para- 
graphing his judgment, said be bad 
fined the lady £1,037, because she 
had daied to appeal against his decis- 
ion. Now, this was a clear chargie of 
corrupt motive. He took care to add 
that he did not mean that the Vico- 
Ghancellor had said this to himself 
and acted on it, but that this might as 
well have been the case. The Bar, 
however, took the matter up warmly, 
and all of the Queen's Counsel and 40 
of the juniors signed a requisition 
adallilig a meeting to denounce Mr. 
• Ghrisnan. Tlio nest day (joatordny) 
half a hundred others signed another 
requisition to do away with tbo first; 
and 60 the Bur was split into ivo huge 
divisions, cKber sid^^^^Qj4ng.i.gither 
Judge, Perhaps in no country ml the 
tyworid could such a thing happen save 
'in Ireland. At the eleventh nour the 
whole- warfare collapued, the Father 
of the Bar being conveniently out of 
town, and therefore unable to call the 
^^jneotiug. '

So 
that between the novels and the plays, 
and the law, and his own sweet tern 
per, Jonathan Christian is by no means 
an ordinary person. Spiteful people 
say be is mad; but no signs of failure 
have shown themselves as yet, and be 
it now well over GO years of age."

A DEMAND FOR BLOOD. 

The courae of our contomporary on the 
"Wellington disorder has been kaliedisco- 
pian. At each pbaso of the trouble it has 
aasnmed » different nttitude-a sort of 
•<now-yoU'Bee-and-now-you-don't-see-me", 
policy, like the sporting gentleman with 
thethimblo and the littlo black ball. 
From first to last it has tried to run with 
the hare and Lnnt with the hounds. With 
a slight leaning towards the miners it has 
not hesitated to publish articles and let- 
ters to damage thoir cause. When the 
Sheriff firat wont to Nanaimo with a lot of 
deputies wlie refused to act ^after reach- 
ing the ground, the iStandof^ shouted, 
"all honor td^their (the deputies') 
manhood,"— their "manhood" consist- 
■ ing in refusing to obey the orders 
vviOf.the Sheriff! When the aeoond 
k-" -party went np and discharged thoir duty 
as far as they woro allowed to, they were 
ridiculed by our contemporary, who at 
the samo timo did not fail to place the 
minors and thoir wives and daughters iu 
an unfavorable and degrading light be- 
•-• lore the; Rublio.' Shall we show the reader 
how?'' Bead these 'exfr'8ot8"fr"c)2Q; the (Stan- 
. ■ dard of the 16th April: 

"No sooner had ho (a deputy) made 
an entry, l/ian he vias pitchforked out of the 
house and kicked and cuffed tl'rough a line 
of indignant Amazons, whoii he quickly beat 
a relrsat. The crowd then drove ike assist- 
■ ants off, following them for some distance. 
. . . None of the parties were hurl, al- 
though they received considerable cuffing 
from the women, who vigorously assailed 
them." 

Now, what is to be lenrued from the above 
extracts ? That one of the deputies was 

driT5n.^r!Trjthr.iAf}'i^ 
a house ^'i he • had 'S Entered - f in the 
discharge of his duties; that he and 
others were kicked and beaten by a 
number of Mowiw/and that the whole pur- 
ty were finally driven oil' tlio gronnds by 
men and women. In what worse ligbt 
could Ih'e miners of Wellington bo 
placed than to charge that thuy sent their 
•wives and daughters to the front to do 
battle, knowing well that a man would 
Bcorn to strike a woman? Leaving our 
contemporarj to characterize such con- 
duct as it deserves, wo take up its issue 
of the 27th iuHt., when, after having au 
nonnced that the Militia wore going to 
Wellington to "assist in enforcing the 
writs of ejectment," it adds — "We can see 
no other course open to 'the ■ mbiers than 
to obey the' mandates of the law." Not a 
word of condemnation of the Militia iu 
that article; but, instead, a tacit acknow- 
ledgment that the law had been violated 
-;v V and that the miners must be made to obey 
it. Three days afterwards, in giving an ac- 
opuiil of the proceedings of the Militia- 
meb at.?(7,ellia(^on,^:the £<andarc( refers 
to"them iri 'te'rms 'of ooritempt and ridi- 
cule, and adds — 

"The good people of Nanaimo are dis- 
gusted at the brutnlity of the authorities 
in sending 110 armed men to perform ser- 
vice which a couple of policemen and a 
Sheriff' and poHse could have j'.erf armed any 
day had they been witling to do so," 

Xiet the reader contrast this last e:(tract 
with the one from the same paper describ- 
ing how a deputy was cast out of a house 
with a pitchfork, and then beaten by 
"Amazons" (a high compliment, truly, 
to pay the women of Wellington); and 
how "the crowd then drove the Sljerifl''s 
assistants off, following them for some 
distance." If the first statement of our 
-^contemporary was false, he should have 
-T^ljiBen corrected by th'e Inen and women of 
Wellington long Bince. If it was true, 
then wo declare, unhesitatingly, on the 
authority of the Standard, tbut tlioSlioi iff 
teas resisted with violence and blows; that 
his men were driven off' the ground, un- 
able to enforce the law; and that the Gov- 
ernment wore justified — indeed, are wor- 
>v«*"<-tby of all praise— for having ordered out 
the Military to support the Civil jjower at 
the point of thb bayonet. 

Having proven from our contomijorary'a 
own columns that the Civil authority was 
resisted at Wellington, an extraordinary 
article in yesterday's Standard requires 
some allusion. We deny (as our contem- 
^porary charges) emphatically, that we 
' ' everrecommenaed thattheWellingtsnianB 
"should bo treated liko wild beiists;" but 
we did write (and the .statoinunt of tlio 
Standard of the IGth ult. Hupporls uh) 
that they are "unreivaoiiablo and luwk'ss" 
and that tho law must bo on forced at every 
hazard. Wo never jiublislied a story that 
there had been "bloodshed and violence" 
at Wellington, iiud if Cujjt. Harris, II. N., 
and Supt. Todd came back and reported 
tho minors "intoUigent and lawabiding," 
how did it happen that tho Standard in its 
article of the Jtith April reported tliom 
just tho rovorso and their wives and 
daughters as "Amazons," . who kicked 
and cuffed the^depaties and drove them 
awayV OurldonteilipflraYy next says—" Wo 
(it) have never encouraged the miners in 
thG course they havepursued m holding their 
tenements In defiance of the order of the 
Court." Hero is adislinctncknowledgnient 
tbattlioluw was dctied bytlio minors, '.vliioli 
ostablishea our churgo. Immediately after 
this candid confession tho iS'/a/i(/«>-<7 writer 
applioa a handkerchief to his eyes and 
draws a pitiful picture of "men, women 
(Amazons) and children" turned ont of 
their homes by the Sheriff w«Ao«i Ihesem- 
hlance of legalilu;" and then, instantly 
dropping tho lachrymose role he knits liis 
brows, clubs his pen, and "wnndors that 
such highhantlcd proceedings did n»l rC'sult 
in the shedding of /dood." Oh! honcHt 
lago! How well you have diHiillod ycjur 
poieon to bring this deplorable matter to 
its proBOiit deplorable situation! With 
one breath you admonish the miners for 
their iUegafityiia the next^ou weep over 
the sorrowful plight to which their own 
acts have reduced them, atid then you 
wonder that some ono was not assasHinat- 
ed! Why? To malio a fat calendar for the 
Assizes and plenty of work for lawyers? 
Your great prototype in the play of 
"Othello" thus soliloquizes — 

•'1 b»Te rubb'cl tliiu j-oimg Kqvni aliiiont to tlio Konti', 
Aod he growH oiinry. Now, wlietlKir lio kill Cuiie, o, 
OrOtBBlo blm;ur cuoli du kill tliu other; 
iTer; w»y makoi my K«in." 

Do the minom of Wellinpton not seo 
how stop by stop tlioy have been led into 
their present difllcultios. ilow thuy have 
lioen first dosoribod as lawlesti; then wept 



over and finally their forbearance in not 
shedding blood extolled? There ramains, 
indeed, but one leap for these ill-advised 
men to take; and that leap our contem- 
porary expressed his astonishment they 
have not taken I, . ' 

Tho (Si/a>»darrf closes its article— which 
can be regarded as nothing short of an 
incitement to assassination — with a slur at 
tho Militia; but as the gallant fellows have 
shown that, iu spite of the sueers of our 
contemporary and of those who along As- 
size calendar would greatlj' advantage, 
they do not shrink from the discharge of 
their duty, we opine that they require no 
defence at our hauds. In supporting tho 
Civil power the Militia did thoir whole 
duty and nothing but their duty, and have 
won tlio respQct and oonfidedce of their 
fellow-citizeua. 



A New Water Loan. 



A By-law authorizing the Corporation 
to borrow for a term of 25 years the sum 
of 820,000 for the purpose of extending, 
repairing ami cnrrying on the water-works 
has passed the Council and awaits the en- 
dorsement of tho ratepayers before com- 
ing into force. Tho debentures are to 
bear 8 jjor cent, interest, Tho By-law 
recites that tho present rateable property 
of tho city is §2, 183,025, and it is propos 
ed, to meet the sinkiug fund and interest 
of tho loan, to impose a special rate of one- 
ti.Tith of one per cent, on the value of all 
real-estate within the corporate , limits of i 
Victoria. ^, The ihtrodt^^ by 
ttie city lias proved a great blessing. In- 
stead of a limited quantity of liquid vege- 
tation as thick as pea-soup that used to bo 
pumped up from tho scummy recesses of 
Harris' Pond, tho use of which somotimoH 
caused diphtheria and kindred complninis, 
and rendered cleanliness the oxcoptiun 
rather than the rule, the majority of the 
householders now delight in au unlimited 
supply of pure, sparkling, health giving 
water, for which they are charged at rates 
one-fourth those they were accustomed to 
pay for tho liquid aforesaid. It is gratify- 
ing to know that there is enough watnr 
and to spftro for a population ten times 
greater than that ol Yictoria; and there is 
no town on the coast bettor ijrepared wiili 
meauB for the speedy extinguishment of 
tiros. But while the blessings of water- 
supply are enjoyed by tho majority of 
ratepayers ,the;minc(rity — who contribute 
their share towarSs tho support of Muni- 
cipal institutions — aro uotaimilarly favor- 
ed and rely on wells or carts for the watoi' 
they require. Tho Corporation propose, 
with a portion of the loan, to oxtoiul the 
mains so that such porsoLS may bo placed 
on an equal footing with other ratei)ajers. 
Again, it is known that the dam at Beaver 
Lake leaks; that it is in a condition which 
may be properly termed precarious. 
Should it yield to tho pressure of the im- 
mense body of water that it was built to 
breat back, the city would experience the 
horrors of a water-famine, and liquid 
vegetation, sold ut iO buckets for one 
dollar, would again rsduco Victoria to a 
state of despairing uncleanliness and ill- 
health. "A stitch in time saves nine." 
Let ratepayersjbear-: in mind this adage 
and vote for the new loan, the proceeds 
of which will repair the dam and extend 
tho area of water 6ui)ply. Tho tax will bo 
BO light— only 81 iu ^i,000— that it will 
be scarcely felt.

The Church Controversy. 

FiMDAY, May dth, 1877 
Editob CoLoiasT;-^*1E. itfi'';has; expps-^ 
ed the conduct of the Bishop of (Colum- 
bia in misquoting tho report of tho Eccles- 
iastical Commissioners. Your correspou- 
dent, "Veritas," — like master like man, — 
follows in tho track of Bishop Hills, and 
misquotes tho judgment of the Chief Jus- 
tice, as Bet forth in the so-called "Trial of 
the Rev. E. Oridge." The extracts which 
"Veritas" has made were intended by tho 
Cliief Justice to apply to the case of a 
bishop of tho Church of England who 
had not soceclod from that Church as 
Bishop Hills has done, nor founded a Sy- 
nod ooiuposud of lay and clerical membors 
convoked without the assent of tho 
Qupon. "Veritas" has omitted the fol 
lowing passages in the judgment: — 

"He (Mr. Cridgo in Lis letter dated 
3rd July, 187-1) points out that tho pro- 
posed Synodical movement might result 
in placing himself and his congregation 
under different laws than that of the 
Church of England. This, I have already 
Btatod, my firm conviction to be a very 
real apprehenson." 

"We wish to adhere to the supremacy 
of the Grown, and tho decisions of tho 
Crown Courts, un<l not to have any forum 
domeslicus with which wo aro unucquaiut- 
«J, !ind which may imporcoptibly.aB Lord 
Uomily points out, constitute the Church 
hero to bo a separate Churob.i'jf/w Ohurah 
of liritish Columbia, and not a branch' any 
longer of our old Church of England." 
Tho.judgment contains other passagos 
condemning Bishop Hill's Synod. 

In re Coleuzo, alluding to the oapo of 
Lonf< vs. the JiiHhop of Capetown, in 
which Mr. Long had charged Bi.shop Groy 
willi having seceded from tho Church of 
England by pursuing a courso similar to 
that adopted by Bishop Hills, Lord 
Eomily said Mr. Long had "stated the 
case correctly."

News, remains depressed. In the' South 
Yorksl)iru and North Derbyshire distsricts 
the colliers' wages havo been reduced 
per cent., atid in other districts the scale 
is still undergoing revision. In the West 
of Scotland an attempt is being made to 
increase miners' Wages, but generally the 
tone of the market is still towards a re- 
duction. In some parts mining labor is 
now almost as low as ngrioulturul. From 
Suffolk and Essex, whore disputes havo 
occurred between the farmers and their 
men, some migration is now taking place 
to railway and other construction works, 
but generally farm labor is fairly ;8ettled. 
At Birmingham the hardware trades con- 
tinue much dopre8sed,but there are some- 
what more orders in the iron trade. The 
building trades, so far as the weather per- 
mits, remain fairly brisk iu most parts, 
and good masons are iu demand iu some 
dihtncla. Among miscellaneous employ- 
ments special attention ia being paid to 
elementary echoolm asters and pupil 
tcacheiB. General servants, cooks, and 
other classes of house helps are^ in great 
demand at the leading iudustrial coteries. 
No evidanco of reviving emigration to tho 
United States is as yet api)arout for the 
noaton. In Tasmania there is a growing 
demand for labor of the strong and heal- 
thy type. Brazil and the Oape of Good 
Hope both require labor.

The Withdrawl of Troops from Alaska, 
and Why it was Done— Things 
True and Untrue. 



New roBK, April 30.--The Tribune-B 
Washington' special says: Tho order to 
remove the troops now stationed in Alas- 
ka to some other eligible place on tho 
Pacific coast was not given until a thorough 
investigation of the character of their 
withdrawal was made by the proper do 
partmont of the government. The o.\:- 
penso of the military occupation of Alaska 
has been enormous, considering the small 
force which has been kept tliere. It is 
the testimony of those most familiar with 
the condition of affairs on tho peninsula 
tkst the Boldiors are of no use whatever. 
The Indians of Alaska arenot of a trouble- 
some character; and if they were, the 
troops could do nothing to suppress them 
or to protect the troppers,who8e business 
calls them there.exoept in localitiea where 
they happened to be stationed, owing to 
the peculiar character of tho country and 
the fact that the inhabitants are scattered 
upon tho islands. The coldiers cannot be 
moved from one point to anothor except 
by means of transports, and the govern- 
ment never found it necessary to furnish 
those. The commander of the revenue 
cutter on duty in Alaska waters received 
instnujtions to use his vessel for purposes 
of preserving order and the protection of 
the people.

This calculation is mada 
by the Inland Revenue Department on 
the assumption that 36 gallons (1 barrel) ' 
of beer, at the average strength of good 
porter, or ordinary light ale, are produc- 
ed from every two bushels of malt or 
their equivalent in sugar.

Sad Death in Prison. 

Considerable sensation bos been excit- 
ed by tho sad death in prison of Mr. 
Joseph Greanough, Town Councillor of 
St. Helens, Lancashire, and worth half a 
million of money. He was nearly eighty 
years of age, and in infirm health, and at 
the recent Liverpool Assizes was senten- 
ced to twelve mouths imprisonment with 
hard labour. He claimed to have acquir- 
ed by purchara,,tbir1^-Bevjen'yfara:ago a 
certain piece of laiad at Parr, near' St. He- 
lens, which one of his tenants bad enclos- 
ed and built a coltago on. Instead of 
proceeding by action of ejeotmont, Green- 
ough, with six others under his direction, 
went unarmed in tho middle of the day 
and endeavored to take forcible posses- 
sion. , The tenant resisted, and in the 
ofliurse of tlie ' disturbance he, together 
with bis wife and son, was assaulted. A 
charge of tuuuiltuously rioting and as- 
sembling was brought against Mr. Grcen- 
ough and tho others, and tho whole of 
thorn convicted, tho subordinates being 
sentenced to 2 months' and 1 month's im- 
prisonment. The extreme severity of tha 
punishment adjudged to Mr. Greenough, 
and his advanced age, awakened consider- 
able interest at St. Helena, his native 
place, and whore he had passed his life 
Steps wero being taken by his neighbors 
to lay tho case before tho Homo Soerotary 
On tho 28th ult., tho Under Secretary of 
State was waited on by Mr. Gioonough's 
London solicitor, who handed him two 
letters, one from a distinguished ex-judgo, 
the other from a leading member of the 
Parliamentory bar, a Queen's counsel, 
who had known Mr. Greenough obout 20 
years, expressing his belief that the san- 
tence would be tbe prisoner's death. Both 
lettflrs expressed a hope that- favorable 
consideration would bo given to the odse'. 
Two days afterwards, before any answer 
had been received frornvthe Hume Office, 
Mr. Greenough died in Eirkdale gaol. Ho 
has left a fortune estimated to amount to 
nearly half a million. 

Curran and the Judge.

This fame Judgo Robinson, according 
to Lord Brougham, "was the author 
of many stupid, slavish, and scurrilous 
political pamphlets; and, by his de- 
merits, raised to tho eminenco which 
he thus disgraced." Curran, very soon 
after being called to tbe Bar, on sciino 
statement made by Judge Robinson 
(before whom he was pleading), ob- 
served that "he had never mot the law, 
as laid down by his Lordship, iu any 
book in his library." "That may be,
